Lon Hu I Muu b> U a r ’ itit i If 111 

High Polxtical Council ra aiabex^ Sirlk Matiak told 

lyoaterday that tlie Praai- 

dent hud auffured another "atroke** aarJ.y on the aaorning 
of 2 July. Word of Lon Nol 'a '.llneea was conveyad to 
Matak by a Cambodian Army officar, who evidently ia a 
member of the Preaidont'e entourage. According to 
Matak. the off^icor stated that Lon Nol hod "aJimoBt 
died," hxB breathing was quite labored, and hia blood 
pressure was very high. The officer added that the 
President was ordered to bed for three days of com** 
plate rest and that he was forbidden to exert: himself 
physically during that time. 

There has been no confirmation of Lon C!o1''b in'** 
ness. Matak is in no position to j'ldge the exact 
nature of the President's a i l me nt. a«>d it is possible 
he has merely had an attack of high blood pressure. 

I have long held that 
the President could have a second atroke at any t i ne 
even though he has made a generally good recovery from 
the one in February 1971. 
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Matak. meanwhile, apparently iS not unduly con- 
cerned about the prospects for govomnnent a t ab i lrby 
in the face of Lon Kol 's illnesB. Me told I 


that he and the two remaining members or tne 
High Political Council could carry on effectively if 
the President were unable to continue in office.

The aharpeat 
action has been in Kontun Province, whore the govern- 
nant has been using heavier air and artillery to ti'y 
to recapture two villages west of Irhe provincial 
capital* There are indicationa that additional gov> 
omrnent forces are being moved into the area for 
another drive againnt the villages that could start 
as early as 4 July. 

Sporadic clashas were reported in Binh Dinh, 
Quang Ngai, and Queng Nam provinces., in areas where 
the government is still ;trying to improve its con- 
trol. In the southern half of the country, South 
Vietnamese forces cla;lm to have claared segments of 
two roadways north and east of Saig^on but have lost 
another outpost in Chuonq Thion Province.
